As the ads say on television these 
days, there are plenty of imitations but 
only one is genuine. That is how old- 
timers in Hollywood, with dreamy eyes, 
allude to the fabulous parties ‘‘they used 
to give at Pickfair’’. 

Many movieland hostesses have 
tried — and are still trying — to recap- 
ture the magnificent aura of splendor 
that surrounded the parties that Mary 
Pickford and Douglas Fairbanks gave at 
their hill-top mansion in Beverly Hills 
— but all fall far short of the regal ele- 
gance and splendor that Hollywood’s 
First Lady and ‘‘America’s Sweetheart”’ 
and her prince charming gave in the 
“Golden Years of Hollywood.” 

A screen credit, in the old days, was 
far less important than a bid to Pickfair. 
If you were on Mary and Doug’s “A”’

times a month. Hollywood’s largest fan 
magazine in 1926 ran page after page of 
the names of Pickfair guests one sum- 
mer. 

Pickfair parties were always elegant 
and proper in every respect. They never 
became brawls — Mary’s innate good 
taste and perfect manners prevented 
that. Every guest behaved like a proper 
lady or gentleman — and there were no 
exhibitionists like one finds at so many 
Hollywood parties today. 

But that doesn’t mean that they 
didn’t enjoy a lot of good clean harmless 
fun in those days! The practice of guests 
falling into a swimming pool fully 
clothed did not originate at a Bobby 
Kennedy party. It first happened in Be- 
verly Hills. Buster Keaton and his pal, 
Lew Cody once acquired a large bus and 


fitted it out like one of today’s modern 
trailers. They called it a land yacht and, 
verily, it was. One day when Victor 
McLaglen was celebrating something 
and had about 300 at his Beverly Hills 
estate, Fairhaven, Buster and Lew 
drove their yacht right up into the beau- 
tiful formal garden abaft the swimming 
pool. Buster, who was the admiral of his 
one-yacht fleet, always wore an appro- 
priate uniform resplendent with epaulets 
and yards of gold braid when on tour. 
Victor’s party was wet enough, but fun- 
loving Buster decided to make it even 
more so — he dived into the pool in full 
regalia. 

Strangely enough, the most popular 
host and hostess today in Hollywood 
have no business connections with the 
film industry. They simply love Holly- 
wood’s top stars, and Hollywood’s top 
stars love them. 

The names of Hollywood’s top par- 
ty-givers are Dorothy and Harry 
Jameson. They are a very warm and 
gracious couple who came to Beverly 
Hills from Chicago following World War 
II after making a fortune in the lumber 
business. 

The Jamesons love nothing better 
than to give a party, and they average

The Man Who Grows Cities 


oW 

hen you’re in a bind, you start 
fighting harder. You just don’t give up 
punching ... you just don’t quit trying 


The words of James Stone Hunt fell 
on the Sunday morning stillness of the 
near-deserted office building as the 
handsome, restless, magnetic man 
searched for an answer to a query as to 
how, why, when his path led from or- 
phan at twelve to head of Coral Ridge 
Properties, Inc., a most successful land 
development and construction firm in 
Florida and one of the largest in the na- 
tion. 

It was fitting that Mr. Hunt spoke 
his credo in his vast office in the beauti- 
ful administration building of this, his 
latest venture, the City of Coral 


26 


Springs, a sparkling-rich city 16 miles in 
circumference, rising out of virgin coun- 
try northwest of Fort Lauderdale. 

Four hundred persons are living here 
now, hundreds more working on con- 
struction. A Westinghouse electronic-age 
plant is going up. In less than a score of 
years 60,000 residents are anticipated. 

Bulldozers, graders, giants stilled for 
the day, were mute evidence of the bur- 
geoning growth of the city. 

“IT guess not many people like to 
work on Sunday anymore,’ Mr. Hunt 
said. ‘“‘But I do. I get a lot of thinking 
done on Sunday. I figure Sunday is 14 
percent of my time — and 14 percent is 
a wondertul profit.”’ Since Mr. Hunt re- 
cently sold his Coral Ridge Properties to 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation for 


67 million dollars, personal profit as 
such is largely an academic subject to 
him. 

“It’s the accomplishment that 
counts. If a man digs a good ditch, and 
he likes to dig ditches, then he’s an ac- 
complished man.” 

Mr. Hunt originally chose Fort Lau- 
derdale as his winter vacation spot back 
in the early Thirties. 

‘‘Before, we used to go to Miami 
Beach. But I never was one to sit still. 
Always getting in my car and explor- 
ing.” 

His explorations led him north to 
the then tiny town of Fort Lauderdale. 

“Td see a piece of property, on a 
main road, say, dead-ending at a river. 
I’d buy it. I knew someday there had to

be a bridge there. I got to know people 
in town by going to the movies. 

To stamp out this lack of amuse- 
ment, Mr. Hunt and friends bought 
themselves a baseball team. They called 
it the Fort Lauderdale Braves. 

“Worst bunch of players ever gath- 
ered. We had a Knot Hole Gang we let 
in free — bunch of crazy kids who 
cheered us on. Whatever you do, you’ve 
got to have a cheering team.” 

One ot his co-backers was Steve Cal- 
der, a young real estate man and son of 
a municipal judge, who joined Hunt and 
Joseph P. Taravella in putting together 
Coral Ridge Properties, Inc. 

Joe Taravella, now president of the 
huge firm of which Mr. Hunt is board 
chairman, started out as executive vice 
president and general manager. A lot of 
Hunt’s associates have been with him 
for decades. A lot of them have pros- 
pered. ‘‘Greed is a bad counsel. Take 
care of people. You can take away my 
land and take away my money, just 
leave me my men and I[’Il get to the top 
again,’ says Hunt.

The boy Jim Hunt went to work at 
twelve as newsboy, car polisher, bus 
boy. He saw service at 17 in World War 
I as a flyer for the Royal Flying Corps 
from which he emerged with Distin- 
guished Flying Cross and Croix de 
Guerre. 

He again volunteered for service 


when World War II came on. This time 
he left his three highly lucrative auto- 
mobile agencies in Detroit to put on a 
Coast Guard uniform, and won the Sil- 
ver Star for gallantry in action as a 
Small Boats Invasion Commander. He 
retired as a Rear Admiral. 

Aboard-ship he met a young medical 
officer, a fine chess partner — and a 
dreamer.

chance to buy a lot. We even had some 
takers! 

‘We called it Coral Ridge because it 
did have a ridge running through it. But 
a ridge meant low spots, too, so we had 
to fill. Dug the waterways to get fill . 
People said I was crazy.” 

That was the start of what is now a 
magnificent residential area that con- 
tains 7,000 homes and 20,000 residents. 


Together with the company’s luxury 
cooperative, condominium and rental 
apartments, golf and yacht clubs, ho- 
tels, shopping centers and office build- 
ings, Coral Ridge Properties today ac- 
counts for about one-third of Fort Laud- 
erdale’s tax rolls — and many more resi- 
dents than lived in the entire city when 
Hunt moved here.

bled Galt Ocean Mile, its acquisition 
perhaps the most fantastic of the Hunt 
epics. 

‘‘My Coral Ridge was nearby, and 
one day I noticed that this choice ocean- 
front property was cut off from access to 
the north-south road by a strip of prop- 
erty being offered as building sites. 

‘TI looked up the ownership of the 
oceanfront land. Turned out it had been 
bought by two young title attorneys 
who’d worked for Henry Flagler on title 
clearance for the Florida East Coast 
Railroad. One of them was Hugh Taylor 
Birch, who gave us Birch State Park. 
The other was an attorney named Galt. 
They’d bought the land for fifty cents to 
a dollar an acre. 

‘‘Got to thinking about it, so I wrote 
Mr. Galt a letter. I told him I didn’t 
mean to be presumptuous, but that he 
should buy a couple of these building 
sites if he ever wanted access to his 
land. 

‘“T got a postcard back. ‘Thank you 
very much’ was all it said.

This first Pulitzer Groves shop not only was filled with 
luscious oranges and grapefruit but offered tall, cool glasses of 
tree-ripened fruit juices to those that strolled therein.

‘We moved to 11 Via Mizner six years ago because the 
dresses I’d designed and been wearing for years had caught 
the fancy of friends and the original shop was far too small to 
hold both fruit and Lillys ... and I guess the rest is history’, 
says Lilly Pulitzer. 

No dual personality here; she is for real, readily admitting 
‘“‘T can’t sew; can’t draw”. . . but oh how she can organize! 
She is the epitome of happy living, thoroughly believing while 
there is life there is hope, with lots of fun for everyone. At 
work or play she is quick to give credit where it is due. “It’s a 
constant laugh or you have to weep,” according to this arbiter 
of fashion. 

“Tt is a madhouse day .. . 12 to 14 hours”’ for this young 
woman who drives to the Miami factory every Monday; to 
Key West every three weeks; personally checks her 15 shops 
throughout the country, plus business trips abroad. 

For one who doesn’t like to travel, her schedule would 
floor the most ardent enthusiast. While her husband flies to 
his orange groves, she no longer enjoys being air-borne due to 
a near-tragic crash over the ocean four years ago. It was then 
she almost had a stroke when she awakened in a hospital in 


the Keys to learn her head had been shaved to make way tor 
the many Stitches required to close the lacerations. 

There are five Lilly Pulitzer shops in Florida: in Palm 
Beach, on Lakeview Drive in West Palm Beach; in Boca Ra- 
ton, Naples and Sarasota. 

Altogether there are 15 Lilly shops in the United States 
and 350 wholesale accounts throughout the world, including 


‘those in the Virgin Isles, Antigua, Puerto Rico, Bermuda, 


Canada, Hawaii. Lilly Shops stretch from LaJolla, Cal., 
through Albuquerque, N.M., Beverly Hills, Cal.; New Or- 
leans, Petoskey, Mich., to Edgartown, Orleans and Osterville 
in Massachusetts; Newport, R.I. and Southampton, N.Y. 

It brings a wistful smile to Lilly’s face when she recalls “It 
was bedlam that first year: men squeezing the orange juice for 
customers, at least 10 males peeking in the windows . . . It 
was absolute pandemonium. 

“We bought all the material at the dime store that first 
season. Zippers came from one place, binding from another. 
Customers tried on everything, always could get into some- 
thing, so bought the nearest sizes . . . It was quite a sight; 
everyone running around in the bare.

“That second year we were out of our minds. It was sup- 
posed to be a fruit store, but dresses edged in. We were run- 
ning the shop, making boxes, packing and weighing them and 
working the postage meter which none of us understood. It 
was just Laura (Mrs. William M. Robbins Jr. of Gulfstream, 
now Lilly’s business partner), myself and two youngsters. Cus- 
tomers worked with customers. Our cash box was an Au Bon 
Gout “Flying Saucer” jar. 

‘““We’re completely frantic in a different way today. The 
business has grown so big. Neither of us could live through 
those first years again,” Mrs. Pulitzer confides. 

“Fun there was. We learned to Twist in the shop. People 
flocked in to see what was going on, so we had to lock the 
doors until we could let the next group in. We never closed 
shop until 6:45. 

“T think our look will go on and on . . . the same divine, 
fun prints,” says Lilly, who although she has two fashion lines 
a year, she “throws in some new items when we get the urge 
and we literally order thousands of printed fabric designs, new 
ones constantly . . . just look here.’”” Whereupon she opens a 
desk drawer literally crammed with the latest designs. 

Today, never-sit-still Lilly Pulitzer has many fun items. Of 
course there are Lilly shifts, long, short and mini in pique and 
cotton . . . splashy, solid colors. There is gingham also. Then 
there are baby bikinis, grown up two-piece bathing suits, san- 
dals, floppy hats, bonnets, scarves, slacks, a Lilly handbag, 
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A corner of the Herbert Pulitzer Jr. residence on South Lake Trail in Palm 
Beach. Family enjoys casual living, weekend entertaining. (John Haynsworth) 


sweaters, a Lilly Lugger that holds a ton of shopping or sport 
necessities; Lilly perfume at $35 an ounce in a crystal bottle 
(the orange atomizer is priced at $8.50). Not to forget the 
men, there is the Key West printed Sneaky Pete, the night- 
shirt named for her husband and 14-year-old son Peter, and 
little girl dresses called Minnies named for 11-year-old daugh- 
ter, Minnie. 

Meanwhile, pretty 12-year-old daughter Liza’s aquiline 
nose is out of joint. So far, nothing has been named especially 
for her. The latest item is a bamboo-handled, signature-print 
umbrella. It may be known as the Leaky Liza . . . this 
prompted by a remark the fashion photographer made after 
taking the cover shot for this issue of Palm Beach Life during 
a sudden flash flood from the clouds above. 

Never one to sit back and relax, Lilly has now reached out 
to capture the world of men. Her ‘‘Men’s Stuff’? arrived on 
the Palm Beach scene the last week in January and is being 
displayed in a delightful little shop across the cobblestones 
from her 11 Via Mizner Lilly Pulitzer salon. 

This started last summer when socialite sportsman Donald 
Leas headed for the Southampton shop and ordered three 
pairs of slacks made of the colorful prints for himself. Need- 
less to say, the reaction was terrific and he wound up as the 
sales manager for the new Men’s Division of Lilly Pulitzer 
with a New York showroom at the Gotham Hotel!

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As historians record the relation- 
ship of art to fashion during the 1960s 
one wonders what commentary will be 
made in regards to the psychedelic influ- 
ences on the fashion industry. The 
French impressionists certainly had a 
most pleasant influence on fashion, and 
the wearing apparel of that time lent 
warmth and beauty to the creations of 
Renoir, Seurat, Bonnard, ‘Toulouse- 
Lautrec and Vuillard. 

Yet it is difficult to imagine that the 
art of today could be too much influ- 
enced by the mini-skirt, the high boot or 
the tent. It is virtually impossible to 
project today’s fashions as classics. For 
truly during the ‘“‘Roaring Twenties” the 
school of realistic and impressionistic art 
did not record for history the fashions of 
that era. 

In commenting on fashions and their 
place in art it is interesting to find that 
in communities where individualism and 
decorum are important the fashion pic- 
ture is indeed less ‘“‘with it’? than in the 
larger cities.

her own selection of clothes. Some years 
ago this dynamic individual took over 
one of Milwaukee’s most exclusive shops 
and has since then expanded its opera- 
tion to take in a seasonal operation in 
Naples, also called Zita, Inc.

New Road For Dorothy 


| Daa Lamour has been down 
many “Roads” in her acting career, but 
her current U.S. tour in the title role of 
David Merrick’s Hello Dolly brings 
standing ovations at every stop. 

It was the movie ‘‘Road”’ shows 
with Bing Crosby and Bob Hope that 
skyrocketed Dorothy into public acclaim 
— and gave her the soubriquet of ‘‘Sa- 
rong Girl.”’ And why not? She was beau- 
tiful, had the perfect figure, acting abili- 
ty and charm that carried a personality 
impact difficult to duplicate. 

More than 50 films later — she has 
the same beauty, perfect figure, acting 
ability and personality impact. She’s 
Dottie the Love . . . as anyone will ob- 
serve who is fortunate enough to see her 
in Hello Dolly. She’ll bring nostalgia to 
her older friends and an electric thrill to 
her new ones. 

It’s the week of April 16 that Hello 
Dolly will make its first and week-long 
appearance in the Palm Beaches, offer- 
ing five night performances and two 
matinees. Needless to say, the new West 
Palm Beach Auditorium (seating capaci- 
ty 6,000) is expected to be a sell-out, for 
Dolly is ‘‘coming back home’”’ in only 
three Florida communities — St. Peters- 
burg, West Palm Beach and Orlando. 

Dottie’s return to full-time show 
business comes after a 10-year semi- 
sabbatical during which time she lived 
in Baltimore and devoted her time to 
marriage and rearing two strapping sons. 
Surprisingly enough, she credits her 
footlight return to the United States 
Marine Corps. 

“T have a 21-year-old son who’s a 
Marine sergeant,” she explains. ‘‘He’s 
overseas and I don’t have to tell any 
mother with a son in the service how 
that feels. Sitting around the house, 
looking at TV, I just got depressed and 
worried, and so did my letters to him. 
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So I simply decided to make myself 
more active and keep up my own morale 
in order to boost his morale by writing 
only bright, amusing things.” 

As a result, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Ross Howard sold their Baltimore home 
and moved everything they own back to 
Hollywood. There Dorothy made her 
TV dramatic debut in a recent J Spy ep- 
isode, then plunged head first into Hello 
Dolly. 

The Howards, who celebrate their 
25th wedding anniversary April 7, 
moved to Baltimore in 1958 so they 
could be closer to Bill Howard’s business 
and family. They also thought it better 
to rear their two sons, Ridge and Tom, 
in a hometown atmosphere. Dorothy im- 
mediately became active with civic 
work, being appointed to the Civic Cen- 
ter Commission, the Traffic Safety Com- 
mission and joining the American Legion 
Auxiliary. 

Dorothy Lamour always has been 
involved in patriotic works. During 
World War II, three weeks after Pearl 
Harbor, her fierce patriotism was dem- 
onstrated when she led a War Bond tour 
throughout the country at the request of 
the Treasury Department. Her tours are 
credited with selling more _ than 
$300,000,000 in bonds, a figure declared 
unmatched by any other individual. 

It was during the war that she met 
and married Air Force Lt. William Ross 
Howard III of Baltimore, Maryland. 
Mr. Howard, who was a delegate to the 
State Assembly before the war, since has 
established Lifetime, Inc., a firm which 
produces and markets preservatives for 
canned foods, extracts, canned pound 
cake, pastries and breads that remain 
fresh indefinitely. He also assists his wife 
in Dorothy Lamour Enterprises, Ltd., 
which manufactures preparations for mi- 
lady’s dressing table and operates fran-

chises for Dorothy Lamour hi-protein, 
hi-energy bread. 

Dorothy’s family, civic and business 
life in Baltimore did not crowd out her 
show business activity. During the 
Maryland period she made three Holly- 
wood films and her TV commitments 
necessitated frequent trips to New York 
and the West Coast. Summer stock and 
supper club dates often dotted her calen- 
dar and she appeared in Two Dozen Red 
Roses at the Drury Lane Theatre in Chi- 
cago, setting an all-time attendance 
record. 

‘““T’ve been better known as Mrs. 
Howard than Miss Lamour for a long 
time now,” says Dottie, ‘‘but thanks to 
my husband’s understanding, I’ve never 


really been out of show business. He has 
approved all the occasional movies and 
TV shows I’ve done and so have my 
boys. Whenever I wasn’t active for a 
while, one of them would say, ‘Mother’s 
getting jumpy again. We better put her 
back to work.’ ” 

But ever that versatile schedule was 
insufficient for Dorothy when Ridge 
came home one night and announced 
that he had enlisted in the Marines. His 
mother knew that quick adjustments 
had to be made. 

‘““‘My husband was in the Air Force 
when I married him,”’ she recalls. “‘I had 
to remind myself that Ridge was now a 
man and would have to do what he felt 
was right for him. I also knew that 
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Dorothy Lamour wears the familiar sarong in Hurricane, filmed by Samuel Goldwyn in 1938. This film and 
the lead in The Jungle Princess catapulted Dottie to overnight fame and made her an international star.

Here she paused — then went on: 

“‘T might as well take this opportuni- 
ty to pass on some advice I have for ev- 
ery mother, sister, wife and sweetheart 
of a man in any branch of the service. 
Once they’re in, all you can do is keep 
yourself as busy as you possibly can. 
Work, work, work all the time at some- 
thing, which is much better than sitting 
around moping. By staying busy all the 
time, as I’m now doing with Dolly, I’m 
a better wife to my husband, a better 
mother to Tom and also to Ridge.” 

Dottie notes that her tour will end 
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in June. That’s when Ridge gets out of 
the service and when Tommy, who re- 
cently registered for the draft, returns 
home from prep school. 

Until then, Miss Lamour has a full 
schedule with the national company of 
Dolly. And the role, of course, is a de- 
manding one. She is on stage almost 
constantly in a part that calls for sing- 
ing, dancing, comedy and pathos. She 
opened the tour last November 14 in 
Bloomington, Indiana, with few ‘‘nights 
off” since that time. 

It is a safe bet that termination of 
the Dolly tour will provide merely a 
pause in Dorothy Lamour’s mosaic life. 
She isn’t one to stand still, as is revealed 
in a glance over her life’s shoulder.

Born in New Orleans, Louisiana of 
French, Spanish and Scotch-Irish de- 
scent, Dorothy spoke only French until 
she was of school age when she had to 
be disciplined into learning English.

While working with a New Orleans 
real estate firm and attending business 
college in her spare time, Dorothy took 
advice of friends who thought her sing- 
ing ability deserved encouragement. She 
moved with her mother to Chicago. In a 
department store there she found tempo- 
rary work operating an elevator. It was 
there she was discovered by Dorothy 
Gulman, press agent for the Morrison 
Hotel. After singing in the hotel’s celeb- 
rity night program, Dorothy was asked 
to audition for the Herbie Kay Orches- 
tra — and got the job. 

Kay soon recommended her to a fra- 
ternity brother, Rudy Vallee, and Doro- 
thy sang with Vallee’s orchestra at sev- 
eral major hotels, including New York’s 
Waldorf-Astoria. The young show busi- 
ness aspirant soon landed a solo singing 
engagement at Sherman Billingsley’s 
Stork Club and her appearances there, 
as well as the intimate No. 1 Fifth Ave- 
nue, quickly led to an NBC radio con- 
tract on the The Dreamer of Songs. 

When NBC moved the program to 
Los Angeles, Dorothy doubled at the fa- 
mous Clover Club in Hollywood.

Samuel Goldwyn, then filming The 
Hurricane, heard about Dorothy, bor- 
rowed her for MGM and arranged for 
her to replace his original leading lady. 
The Jungle Princess and The Hurricane 
made her an star overnight. 

Oddly enough, her first reaction to 
stardom wasn’t a happy one. In her ex- 
citement over landing the lead roles in 
two quick and successive major motion 
pictures, Dorothy had visualized a world 
of beautiful clothing, exotic hair styles 
and glamorous jewelry.

Portugal numbers among those fad- 
ing few countries in Europe where cost- 
of-living is still most economical. For ex- 
ample, fine hotels at reasonable rates 
abound in Lisbon. 

Hotel candidates for convenience 
and good service are the Fenix, Rex, and 
Eduardo VII. A single room with bath, 
including breakfast, taxes and service 
will run $5 to $6. Deluxe hotels such as 
the Ritz, and Tivoli, are a bit more, but 
still a good deal less than most palace- 
hotels on the Continent. Least expensive 
are smaller establishments, such as the 
Principe, Hotel do Reno, or the Capitol. 

Dining is equally inexpensive and 
most pleasurable. Typically, a satisfying 
meal will range from $2 to $3 at any of

Discoveries In Portugal 


By GEORGE HERN JR. 


Lisbon is a handsome gateway tor 
exploration of Portugal. Built atop seven 
hills dominating the mighty Tagus estu- 
ary, the site is memorable. First a Phoe- 
nician trading colony, subsequently the 
Roman outpost of Lusitania, Lisbon be- 
came the nation’s animated capital in 
A eAS Ds 

A major turning point in the city’s 
history was the extraordinary earth- 
quake and tidal-wave which struck in 
1755. Reconstruction on a rectilinear 
grid-pattern, an inspired discovery by 
the Marquis of Pompal, made Lisbon a 
model for modern cities, with its spa- 
clous squares and great tree-lined ave- 
nues. 

Today, Lisbon is a key shipping and 
commercial center with more than a mil- 
lion residents. It combines the quiet and 
fascinating maze of narrow byways in 
the Old Quarter, the great sweep of 
modern thoroughtares, and the bustle of 
port activity on the river artery. 

Ready accessibility also marks Lis- 
bon as a major gateway to Europe. Fre- 
quent nonstop jet services from New 
York include those of TAP, the Portu- 
guese Airline. This month, Air France is 
inaugurating service on this route, which 
continues to Nice. Several other airlines 
also serve Lisbon, basking in the spring- 
time sun. 

Lisbon is a convenient hub for tour- 
ing closeby points of interest. They may 
range trom the unusual port of Nazare 
in the north, to central Portugal’s Sintra 


the venerable Alfama Quarter, the 
charming Rossio section, or around Don 
Pedro IV Square. 

Gourmet quality repasts with deli- 
cious dry white port aperitif (outstand- 
ing) and wine, may be as little as $5. 
There are numerous restaurants to 
choose from. Tavares proffers an elegant 
19th century decor and impeccable ser- 
vice. Solmar is justifiably noted for sea- 
food, while superb regional dishes are 
featured at Bodegon, Folclore, and Aviz. 

For later dining and dancing, and a 
program of folk music, a favorite is Res- 
taurante Tagide. Other spots with char- 
acter, are Faia, and Severa. The piquant 
Portuguese songs called fados are often 
featured. Their marvelous blend of mel- 
ancholy and fire is set to haunting gui- 
tar strains. 

Lisbon is one of Europe’s capitals 
that truly invites a stroll for leisurely 
exploration. A good start, and mostly 
downhill, is the route across the city 
from the Eduardo VII Park, to the Pra- 
ca do Commercio, a giant square facing 
the Tagus River. 

Highlights on this itinerary are 
many. To begin with, Eduardo VII Park 
is one of the capital’s largest and love- 
liest. About two-thirds of the route is 
along Avenida da Liberdade, Lisbon’s 
Champs-Elysees lined with monuments 
to heroes, gardens, terrace-cafes under 
trees, great hotels and chic shops. 

Next comes Rossio, the business 
heart of Lisbon with long shopping ar- 
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The Praco do Commercio, Lisbon’s handsome major 
square is dominated by giant statue of King Jose 1.

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cades, banks, market places and com- 
mercial offices. Augusta Street then 
leads through the Arch of Triumph on 
to Praca do Commercio. The enormous 
equestrian statue of King Jose I, by Ma- 
chado de Castro, is surrounded by beau- 
tifully arcaded buildings which house 
most of the Portuguese ministries. 

Straight ahead is the bright green 
sparkle of the Tagus, flanked by em- 
bankments crowded with transatlantic 
shipping. The waters are crisscrossed 
with ferry-boats and launches. Dominat- 
ing all, Europe’s largest bridge (1966), 
carries the principal route south to the 
Coast of Caparica, and beyond to Sesim- 
bra. 

A sweeping vista westward toward 
the Atlantic stretches to Belem with its 
16th century tower and fortifications 
which guarded the ancient port. Just be- 
yond is the massive outline of the Mon- 
ument to the Discoverors, shaped in 
stone like some huge ship’s prow peopled 
with giants of history. 

Turning back to view the city be- 
neath mellow tile roofs pierced with nu- 
merous church spires, the visitor is 
tempted to follow byways among crowds 
of gleaming white facades festooned like 
lace over the hillsides. 

Just to the right is the Alfama dis- 
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trict piled high to the ramparts of medi- 
eval Castle St. George. A 15-cent taxi 
ride is recommended up the steep, wind- 
ing route. This is Lisbon’s highest hill, 
and the castle walls offer an outstanding 
view of the city and environs. The moat 
is filled with gardens. Nearby, fountains, 
pools and paths are a temptation to lin- 
ger. 

At the foot of the hill, is the Se, or 
cathedral, a Romanesque-style master- 
piece with the powerful lines of a for- 
tress. Closeby are the Gothic cloister of 
St. Anthony, and the Baroque Church 
of San Antonio. Down an adjacent 
street, an 18th century mansion houses 
the Museum of Decorative Arts. 

An area for similarly enjoyable wan- 
dering is the Chiado District, just west 
of Rossio. Perhaps one should start at 
the Carmelite Convent. In the ruins of 
this church, damaged by the 1755 earth- 
quake, is the fascinating Archeological 
Museum. 

Continuing southward in the direc- 
tion of the Tagus, lies a marvelous tan- 
gle of alley-ways, some only a few feet 
wide. Near the river rises the bulk of 
San Carlos Theatre, built in 1793 and 
modelled after the Naples Opera House. 

Other points of interest include the 
National Carriage Museum. Here, a daz- 
zling array of coaches includes the gilt 
masterpiece used by Philip II. Impor- 
tant collections featured are of costumes, 
paintings, and other art, principally 
from the 18th and 19th centuries. 

Lisbon boasts five more major muse- 
ums, as well as seven venerable 
churches, the oldest being the Church of

the Hieronymites (1497). The adjacent 
cloister is considered one of the most 
beautiful in the world. 

For worthy change of pace, visitors 
will not disdain the exceptional Vasco da 
Gama Aquarium, and Parque Florestal 
de Monsanto. The latter has a wonder- 
ful belvedere, and outstanding zoo sur- 
rounded by botanical gardens. 

Although the Portuguese capital of- 
fers many rewarding promenades, 
through parks and gardens framed with 
intriguing buildings in pastel hues, both 
the countryside and coast exert strong 
attraction, too. 

Most such places are served by pull- 
man motor-coach tours, but the tempta- 
tion is strong, indeed, to rent a car. One 
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of Portugal’s biggest bargains is auto 
rental. A small car costs $3.50 to $5 per 
day. Incidentally, highways are excel- 
lent, and traffic is pleasantly light. 

By either tour bus or auto, Portu- 
gal’s open road extends an inviting rib- 
bon of welcome through the colored 
countryside. Travel westward to Estoril 
and Cascais must truly not be missed. 
It’s only about 35 miles round-trip, but 
holds mile after mile of memorable sce- 
nery awash by the Atlantic. The former 
ij boasts the glamor of one of Europe’s 
smartest resorts, while Cascais is a 
charming fishing port on a grand bay 
bordered with rock cliffs. 

Nor should an outing be overlooked 
to Sintra, about 16 miles northwest of 
Lisbon. Nestled on hilltops covered with

Palace, the romantic Moorish Castle 
complete with turrets and ramparts, 
Pena Palace surrounded with a splendid 
wot: park, and the Quinta de Montserrate, a 
Capuchin Monastery set in the moving 
Ky solitude of dense pines.

Setubal. The trip opens with the excite- 
ment of a 20-minute ferry crossing of 
the Tagus, and closes with sunset views 
of Lisbon from the high bridge. 

The day-long itinerary is no less var- 
ied, with the first leg leading from Port 
Almada through hills and pines to Se- 
simbra. This enchanting fishing village 
faces due south, between craggy cliffs. 
The medieval castles offer amazing 
views over the landscape, while the town 
has a major fish market where interest- 
ing auctions are held. 

Continuing eastward, the traveler 
comes upon the miniature Port of Arra- 
bida, set in several miles of mountains 
which plunge dramatically into cobalt 
sea. The coastal meandering closes at 
Setubal, the important commercial fish- 
ing port facing the Phoenician ruins at 
Troia. High points of interest in Setubal 
include a 15th century church, the 
Oceanographic Museum, and excellent 
beach at Figueirinha.

alte years when the children are 
young and the family is doing things to- 
gether are memory-making years, and 
every mother wants the memories to be 
happy ones. The convivial atmosphere of 
the evening meal provides the perfect 
opportunity for family members to share 
adventures, discuss new ideas, really en- 
joy each other. 

If the food is good, it becomes part 
of the family tradition, and Johnny will 
grow up to have a wife who will beg for 
the recipe that mother used to make. 

For youngsters fresh from a fast 
game of tennis, or a brisk cross-country 
canter, or a rough-and-tumble football 
session, Kennedy-style, the food had 
better be hearty, offered in man-size 
servings. This is specially true in winter 
when energetic sports build magnificent 
appetites. 

What better picture of happy coun- 
try life could there be than a family 
group dining at a table drawn before a 
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Chicken 


roaring fire, with the smell of burning 
logs mingling with the fragrance of hot, 
delicious food! This is the kind of child- 
hood memory that lasts a lifetime, when 
firelight is dancing on the walls and 
laughter and good talk are filling the 
room. 

For informal family get-togethers 
like this one, chicken is the perfect dish 
to serve; first, because everyone likes 
chicken; second, because no end of won- 
derful things can be done with chicken. 
Even if the crowd is big and mother is 
doing the honors at the kitchen range, 
chicken cooked in a pot with vegetables 
or rice can provide a hearty one-dish 
meal, requiring only a crisp salad and 
dessert to complete the menu. 

An absolute essential is a huge black 
pot to string up over the roaring fire 
when the cooking is to be done in true 
country style. Or a king-sized Dutch 
oven. Or, as Andre Simon recommends, 
a French fait-tout, a deep pan made of 
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Chicken, macaroni, green 
chile dish is spiked 

with sauce of sour 
cream, Sauterne, and 

a sharp cheese.

cast iron, enameled or not, ready to be 
used on any fire or stove for many pur- 
poses. Of course, when iron cooking 
utensils are used, they must be “‘sea- 
soned”’ by thorough heating before they 
are used, then given a light coating of 
unsalted fat after each washing to pre- 
vent rust. 

The fait-tout may be used for making 
soups or ragouts, for cooking vegetables 
or for deep frying; and as the heavy lid 
closes well, it is most valuable for brais- 
ing and all sorts of slow-cooking dishes 
with a short sauce. The most delicious 
roasts can be cooked in the fait-tout; in 
fact, roasting in it provides a crispness 
difficult to obtain in the oven. In this 
case the meat must be cooked, with fat 
at the bottom of the fait-tout (basted, 
and turned occasionally), without the 
lid, so that the pan radiates heat, act- 
ing much like the sides of the oven. And 
this is, incidentally, the nearest ap- 
proach to roasting on a spit in front of a 
fire which modern conditions can pro- 
vide. 

Some food-lovers might make a case 
for a cheese or beef fondue rather than a 
mixture of chicken and vegetables, as 
the ideal food for a crowd. But our 
chicken mixture has several advantages: 
it is lower in calories, and when com-

balanced meal — an important item 
when children are to be served. 

A favorite habit with gourmets is 
adding wine to their chicken dish, then 
serving the same wine, well-chilled, with 
the meal. This recalls the remark of 
Lady Mary Wortley Montagu, Pope’s 
friend, who said, ‘““And we meet with 
champagne and a chicken at last!” 

When choosing chicken for a long- 
cooking dish, you may use a roasting 
chicken (from 3 to 6 pounds); or the 
larger capon, an unsexed male, (weighing 
6 pounds and up); or any fowl or hens, 
mature female birds whose breastbones 
are rigid (3 to 8 pounds) to be used as 
stewing chickens. 

There is flavor-making magic in a 
dash of spice or herbs. It can lift a dish 
to gastronomic heights!

AB years when the children are 
young and the family is doing things to- 
gether are memory-making years, and 
every mother wants the memories to be 
happy ones. The convivial atmosphere of 
the evening meal provides the perfect 
opportunity for family members to share 
adventures, discuss new ideas, really en- 
joy each other. 

If the food is good, it becomes part 
of the family tradition, and Johnny will 
grow up to have a wife who will beg for 
the recipe that mother used to make. 

For youngsters fresh from a fast 
game of tennis, or a brisk cross-country 
canter, or a rough-and-tumble football 
session, Kennedy-style, the food had 
better be hearty, offered in man-size 
servings. This is specially true in winter 
when energetic sports build magnificent 
appetites. 

What better picture of happy coun- 
try life could there be than a family 
group dining at a table drawn before a

roaring fire, with the smell of burning 
logs mingling with the fragrance of hot, 
delicious food! This is the kind of child- 
hood memory that lasts a lifetime, when 
firelight is dancing on the walls and 
laughter and good talk are filling the 
room. 

For informal family get-togethers 
like this one, chicken is the perfect dish 


to serve; first, because everyone likes— 


chicken; second, because no end of won- 
derful things can be done with chicken. 
Even if the crowd is big and mother is 
doing the honors at the kitchen range, 
chicken cooked in a pot with vegetables 
or rice can provide a hearty one-dish 
meal, requiring only a crisp salad and 
dessert to complete the menu. 

An absolute essential is a huge black 
pot to string up over the roaring fire 
when the cooking is to be done in true 
country style. Or a king-sized Dutch 
oven. Or, as André Simon recommends, 
a French fait-tout, a deep pan made of

mind, as it replaces the usual hearty dumplings with 


cast iron, enameled or not, ready to be 
used on any fire or stove for many pur- 
poses. Of course, when iron cooking 
utensils are used, they must be “‘sea- 
soned”’ by thorough heating before they 
are used, then given a light coating of 
unsalted fat after each washing to pre- 
vent rust. 

The fait-tout may be used for making 
soups or ragouts, for cooking vegetables 
or for deep frying; and as the heavy lid 
closes well, it is most valuable for brais- 
ing and all sorts of slow-cooking dishes 
with a short sauce. The most delicious 
roasts can be cooked in the fait-tout; in 
fact, roasting in it provides a crispness 
difficult to obtain in the oven. In this 
case the meat must be cooked, with fat 
at the bottom of the fait-tout (basted, 
and turned occasionally), without the 
lid, so that the pan radiates heat, act- 
ing much like the sides of the oven. And 
this is, incidentally, the nearest ap- 
proach to roasting on a spit in front of a 
fire which modern conditions can pro- 
vide. 

Some food-lovers might make a case 
tor a cheese or beef fondue rather than a 
mixture of chicken and vegetables, as 
the ideal food for a crowd. But our 
chicken mixture has several advantages:
